Manfrey To Be Installed 
As State VFW Commander 


PARIS (AP) — With nearly 


all France back at work, 
French radio and television 
newsmen are holding out in a 
strike all their own. They say 
they want freedom from govern, 
ment control over the news they 
put on the air. 


"It's not just this govern' 


ment," Maurice Werther, one of 
the strike leaders, told the Asso- 
elated Press. "The trouble goes 
a long way back—to World War 
n and before. Other govern, 
ments have been worse about 
this." 


The Office of French Radio 


and Television—ORTF—is a 
government agency, .under the 
minister of information. 


The strike began after Presi- 


dent Charles de Gaulle's speech 
of May 24, the first of three 
dealing with the crisis set off by 
student riots in early May. 


Television men recorded com- 


ment on it, both hostile and 
friendly. The hostile comment 
came from Waldeck Rochet, the 
leader of the French Commu- 
nists; Gaston Defferre, the So* 
cialist mayor of Marseille; and 
other opposition figures. 


It was when the management 


refused to put such comment on 
the air, Werther said, that some 
150 newsmen led the ORTF out 
on strike. 


France was not altogether 


bereft of radio and television. 


Some work still goes on at the 


new station on the Seme. 


A small group of non-strlkers 


keep recorded music going— the 
same program on all radio net. 
works, with occasional news 
broadcasts. There are also a 
couple of news programs on 
television and a movie at night. 


Stations near the borders -of 


France—hi Luxembourg, West 
Germany, Monaco and Andorra 
—are pitched to French audi. 
ences. 


French newspapers are pri. 


vately owned and have not been 
'much affected by the strikes. 
ffiey are often highly critical of 
De Gaulle and his polieief. 


He and his government, on 


their side, have weapons they 
can use against the newspapers. 
During the 10 years of pe 
Gaulle's rule, there have been 
^51 prosecutions against Individ- 
ualsand publications for insult, 
lug the. chief of state. The law 
had been In effect for 75 years 
before, but there had been rela- 
tively few prosecutions. 


In recent months newspaper 


owner shave also felt threatened 
by government plans to allow 
brand name advertising on tele- 
vision. Some say the consequent 
loss of advertising revenue 
might force certain smaller 
newspapers out of business.

Mem- 
bers of toe band are tentatively 
U.S. Seeks 
Fast Extradition 
Of James Ray 


LONDON (AP) — Asst. U.S. 


Atty. Gen. Fred M. Vinson Jr. 
visited James Earl Ray in a 
heavily guarded police station 
Sunday, then began moving to 
get toe accused killer of Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr. back to 
toe United States as quickly as 
possible. As he did, a new ele. 
ment of mystery in toe case 
arose. 


Airport sources said that Ray, 


seized Saturday while trying to 
board a flight for Brussels, 
could have gone from toe Lis- 
bon plane that brought him to 
London directly to toe transit 
lounge, and thus avoided immi- 
gration officers. 


His capture indicated he left 
the transit lounge — either to 
meet someone or possibly to kill 
time — and consequently got 
caught. 


Vinson talked with British au- 


thorities about Ray's extradi- 
tion, a procedure which would 
take two to three weeks under 
normal conditions. But if Ray 
hired lawyers to challenge toe 
action, toe process could run 
considerably longer with an ini- 
tial hearing and possible ap. 
peals. 


In Washington, U.S. Atty. 


Gen. Ramsey Clark said Ray 
has made no statement and 
would not be questioned except 
in a manner "in strict conformi- 
ty to applicable legal stand- 
ards." 


Clark said Vinson's top priori- 


ties in his mission are to see 
that Ray is as secure as he can 
be—that nothing happens to him 
—and that he is returned to toe 
United States for trial as soon 
as possible.

60,000 Mourners Visit Grave 
Of Sen. Kennedy Sunday 


New Security to Get Test 
When Rocky Comes to Meadvitte 


WASHINGTON (AP) Nearly 


60,000 mourners made a pil- 
grimage of sorrow to the grave 
of Sen. Robert F. Kennedy amid 
summer rains Sunday. 


His widow and the widow of 


his brother came. So did un- 
known thousands of others who 
shared their sadness. 


In a line six abreast, the visl- 


tors filed slowly past the freshly 
sodded grave on a green slope 
of Arlington National Cemetery, 
over looking the capital Kennedy 
hoped to lead. 


The crowd grew incessantly 


despite the humid heat. An 
evening cloudburst drove many 
—but not all—to shelter. The 
masses of mourners returned as 
the rains moved on. 


By the time the gates to the 


cemetery closed at dusk, Army 
guards at the graveslte estimat- 
ed at least 50,000 and probably 
60,000 persons had paid tribute 
to the fallen senator. 


His widow, Ethel, and his old. 


est son, Joseph, 15, were among 
those paying their respects at 
the gravesite next to the flame, 
marked tomb of his assassinat- 
ed brother, President John F. 
Kennedy. Visits were made also 
by Mrs. John F. Kennedy, her 
two children and her sister. 


President Johnson, who pro. 


claimed Sunday a day of mourn- 
ing for the 42-year-old senator 
whowaskilledby an assassin In 
Los Angeles, joined in a private 
religious service at the White 
House. 


Ethel Kennedy, veiled and 


carrying a single flower, knelt 
m prayer for several minutes at 
the foot of her husband's grave, 
which is marked by a simple 
white cross about two feet high. 


She added the bloom to the 


single bouquet of spring flowers 
that decorated the grave. The 
massive floral displays sent by 
mourners to the funeral Satur. 
day were strewn in a vast arc 
around the base of the hill 
above the grave. 


So simple and unobtrusive Is 


the grave of Robert Kennedy 
that many, If not most, of those 
coming to view it had no idea 
where to look as they arrived at 
the site after a long, winding 
walk through the cemetery. 


The walkway leads to John 


Kennedy's 
grave 
and 
the 


crowds were drawn there auto- 
matically. But the grave of his 
brother lies outside the low 
hedge of osmanthus outlining 
the memorial to the slain presl. 
dent and Is further shielded 
from it by the low, reaching 
arm of a magnolia tree. 


"Ithoughthe'd be buried with 


his brother," said a little girl to 
her mother, echoing a thought 
that was obviously to the minds 
of perplexed thousands who bad 
to ask soldiers guarding the 
grave where the senator lay. 


The site was reportedly se. 


lected by former Defense Secre. 
tary Robert S. McNamara after 
consultations with the Kennedy 
family. It Is likely that In the f u- 
ture it will have a setting more 
its own. 


Evangelist Billy Graham and 


an associate, Dr. T. W. Wilson 
conducted the private White 
House service for the Johnsons 
and some members of their 
staff, about 20 hi all. 


No details of the service were 


provided by the White House. 


Kennedy was struck down just 


after hailing his victory in a 
California primary which he 
hoped would help him win the 
Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation and the post Johnson now 
holds. 


Ethel Kennedy's visit shortly 


after 10:30 a.m. was her first 
glimpse of the completed grave. 
She and other members of the 
family had left before the coffin 
was finally lowered at 11:34 
p.m. Saturday, ending a funeral 
that stretched over 12 hours and 
225 miles between New York 
and Washington.

cross. 


Even as churchmen and other 


speakers deplored toe violence 
that struck Kennedy down, a 
Jordanian grocer was shot to 
death in his Chicago store by 
two Negro men. Police speculat- 
ed toe motive may have been 
vengeance for toe slaying of 
Kennedy, whose accused assas. 
sin was born in Jordan. 


"Violence has come to be ac- 


cepted in toe United States," 
said Archbishop John F. Dear- 
den to 1,200 people jamming a 
Detroit church. 
"Violence has settled on us 


like smog sits on some of our in- 
dustrial cities," toe archbishop 
said. "We pray God to open to 
us an understanding of toe way 
to dispel this atmosphere of vio- 
lence that does ill to mind and 
heart."

"Who set black against white

vate person, in the selfishness of 
our whole system which has to- 
day so alienated toe young?"

Assembly to Consider 
3 New Insurance Bills 


HARRESBURG (AP) — 
The 


Shafer Administration planned 
to supplement its package of In- 
surance reform proposals in the 
General Assembly this week 
with three new bills. 


One of the measures, expected 


to be introduced in the House 
Monday, was linked to the pro- 
blem of racial unrest in the 
state's major cities. 


Gov. Shafer announced over 


the weekend that he would back 
legislation that would guarantee 
coverage for ghetto properties 
denied insurance because of 
potential riots. 


Another bill to be offered in 


the House would amend the Con. 
stitutlonto make it possible for 
the state to consider alternative 
plans of compensation for auto- 
mobile accident victims. 


The third measure, to go to 


the Senate, would prohibit most 
sales of insurance in Pensylva- 
niaby companies not licensed in 
thfe state. 


The administration 
already 


has won enactment of several 
insurance reform laws, includ- 
ing one that would ban com- 
panies from refusing to issue an 
automobile insurance policy sole- 
ly because of a person's age, oc- 
cupation, residence or race. Sha. 
fer signed that piece of legisla- 
tion last week. 


The governor said there was 


a need for legislation to deal 
with the problem of companies 
refusing to insure so-called 
"high risk" properties. 


The administration proposal 


calls for creation of a pool ar- 
rangement'under which compa- 
nies authorized to write property 
insurance in Pennsylvania share 
the risk of "high risk" proper- 
ties. 


The bill also includes a pro- 


vision for establishment of a 
state authority to participate, in 
a limited degree, in the payment 
of riot losses. 


However, it is the issue of aid 


tononpublic schools, not insura- 
nee reform, that immediately 
confronts the state's lawmakers 


when they return to the Capitol 
Monday. 


The Senate 
Appropriations 


Committee was expected to 
scale down the $27 million aid 
proposal passed by the House 
and release the measure to the 
floor.

cuments recently captured by 
the allies are piling up evidence 
of Hanoi determination to ac. 
company the Paris talks with 
vigorous military actions. 
"Unless a major military vie- 


tory is achieved, nothing can be 
expectedfrom diplomatic strug. 
gles,' says one enemy directive 
issued to enemy forces in South 
Vietnam while North Vietnam 
and the United States were jock- 
eying over where their envoys 
should meet. 


"Diplomatic debates should 


be regarded as a means to con- 
firm the enemy defeat and our 
victory," the captured docu- 
ment says. "We must respond 
to and support our diplomatic 
struggle by fighting harder in 
order to achieve more striking 
and more decisive victories." 


This and other intelligence re- 


layed to Washington, plus the 
enemy assaults ranging from 
the demilitarized zone to Sai- 
gon, have helped convince offi- 
cials here that—as President 
Johnson puts it— "Hanoi is tell- 
ing its forces in the South that 
they must continue their offen- 
sive to support their negotiators 
in Paris." 


The picture drawn from some

In 
fact, Ky has not taken part In 
any government activities for 
more than a week. 


Sources close to Ky said he 


was "slightly indisposed" and 
had gone to his seaside villa at 
NhaTrang, 200 miles northeast 
of Saigon, for the weekend. The 
sources denied that there was 
anything special about Ky's ab- 
sence from Saigon since Thurs- 
day. 


They pointed out that the vice 


president and his wife sent mes- 
sages of condolence on Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy's death to 
President Johnson and Kenne. 
dys widow. 


It was becoming increasingly 


clear, however, that Ky has 
been outmaneuvered by Thieu 
and the new prime minister, 
Tran Van Huong. 


The rivalry between Thieu 


and Ky has long been seething 
under the surface of the Saigon 
political scene. Although both 
men have repeatedly denied 
that there were any serious 
differences between them, it 
was well known that Ky sought 
to block Huong's appointment 
last month. Ky suspected the 
new premier would gradually 
adopt a more conciliatory pos- 
ture toward the Viet Cong's Na- 
tional Liberation Front. 


The vice president also feared 


that in preparing for such a 
change of policy, Huong would 
seek to eliminate Ky's closest 
friends, who are nearly all 
known for their intransigent at 
titude toward the war. 


In the past few days, Huong 


has removed national police 
Chief Gen. Nguyen Ngoc Loan 
and Loan's brother-in-law, Sai- 
gon mayor Van Van Cua — two 
men close to Ky.

Dearborn's Negro Family 
Is Leaving Detroit Suburb 


DEARBORN, Mich. (AP) — 


THe only Negro family in this 
Detroit suburb of 112,007-the 
Rev. Arthur Knight, his wife 
and their four children— is going 
to move out after two and a half 
years. 


The Rev. Mr. Knight said he's 


going back to Detroit "to be 
with my people" and because 
his children have been harassed 
and never made to feel welcome* 


The associate minister of the 


store-front Jerusalem Mission- 
ary Baptist church in Detroit 
said he had hoped by moving to 
Dearborn to give his chilren, 
ranging from 6 to 16 in age, a 
better education and a better 
place to live. 


"Butlthasn't worked out that 


way," he said. 


"The harassment against my 


children has been constant," he 
added. "At school my children 
are called 'nigger' and the white 
children avoid playing with 
them. 


"The schools haven't tried to 


cooperate, and the teachers and 
principals do not accept them, 
from what I gather from the 
children. 
"I want to get the children out 


before they get hurt too bad. I 
can fight back on any level, but 
these children are too young to 
tell what it's all about" 


He said few of his neighbors 


have visited Ms home, but those 
who have treated the family de. 
centty, "except for their atti. 
;tudes." 
• H. Gordon Odgers, principal 
or

High 


School, said Keith Knight, 14, 
hcd been a pupil in his School 


knew of no incidents involving 
him. 


Odgers said Keith attended 


school in Dearborn for a year, 
then transferred to a Detroit 
school, returning to Dearborn In 
February for the last half of this 
school year.

and I got along fine with him,"

Today's secondary schools are not 


just meant to prepare students for 
higher education, the increased de- 
mands for more education of work- 
ers in industiral and technical op- 
erations-if the industrial economy 
is to advance or survive— become 
more and more important. There- 
fore, the role the Warren County 
School District board of directors, 
which also serves as the Warren 
County Area Vocational-Technical 
School Board, is most important. 


As explained in a survey sub- 


mitted by Samuel Marek, director 
of vo-tech education here, with the 
assistance of a general advisory 
committee, *' Vocational education is 
today, more than ever, an integral 
part of the total educational pro- 
gram. 
The area technical school 


is the type of facility needed to 
adequately provide educational op- 
portunities to meet the needs, in- 
terests, and abilities of all pupils 
and to help meet the employment 
needs of business and industry with- 
in the service area." 


The Warren Area Chamber of 


Commerce, local industry and many 
individuals has expressed the need 
for vo-tech education in Warren 
County not only on the high school 
level, but also on the adult level 
where skills can be upgraded. 


Marek's survey taken during the 


past year also points out that area 
vocational programs provide oppor- 


tunities for rural youth comparable 
to those offered in urban areas. 
Many students who drop out of high 
school before graduation might be 
encouraged to remain if adequate 
occupational training was available. 


It is also noted that many students 


with the ability to do college work, 
do not have the desire or financial 
means to do so. 
The majority of 


high school graduates seek employ- 
ment in business and industry with- 
out adequate preparation. 


The area technical school has the 


student potential and increased job 
opportunities within the enlarged at- 
tendance area through which to pro- 
vide a diversified occupational pro- 
gram pointing toward job prepara- 
tion objectives rather than college 
entrance. 


For these reasons we feel that any 


action taken by the local school 
board to create a vocational-techni- 
cal program in Warren County 
should be expedited. 


The board, at a May meeting, ap- 


peared somewhat concerned over 
cost figures and wanted more time 
to consider the program. 
This 


board has the opportunity of meet- 
ing on the matter again tonight. We 
trust the members have found that 
the cost of a vocational-technical 
program now will more than pay 
for itself in Warren County's pro- 
gressive future.

Protecting Our Presidents 


Pearson 


WASHINGTON-There've been a lot of changes 


around Washington in the protection of our 
Presidents and prospective Presidents. In the 
last year six men have been apprehended climb- 
ing over the iron palings around the White 
House intent on doing bodily harm to the Presi- 
dent, and 12,000 letters have been received 
threatening his life. 


In contrast are the days when 


anyone could saunter through 
the north White House grounds 
without a pass or any challenge 
from the Secret Service. The 
fountain sparkled and the flow- 
ers were beautiful, so govern, 
ment workers on their way to 
lunch would detour from Penn- 
sylvania Avenue through the big 
iron gates, which were always 
open, walk under the White 
House portico, now reserved for heads of state, 
and pass out through the other gate. 


But not today. Today a White House caller 


must stop at the gate, be identified and wait 
while a White House policeman phones to check 
on his appointment. 
It's less friendly, but in 


these days of violence it's necessary. 


There was a time also when the President 


received any and all callers on New Year's 
Day, Anyone who wanted to shake hands, rich 
or poor, could stand in line and greet him. And 
there was a day when the Vice President had 
no bodyguard at all. Harry Trrman, when Vice* 
President, moved about the city completely 
unprotected. 


But not today. Today theSecretServicewatch- 


es Hubert Humphrey almost as carefully as it 
does the President. 


For the White House grounds the change be- 


gan after Pearl Harbor. When the war started, 
it was feared that a foreign agent might mingle 
with the noon-day crowds and blow up the White 
House. So the big iron gates were closed. They 
have been closed except to visitors with appoint- 
ments, ever since. 


Franklin Roosevelt had been shot at while rid- 


ing hi an open car at Miami Beach in 1933 be- 
fore he was inaugurated. Mayor Anton J. Cer- 
mack of Chicago, real target of the bullet, was 
killed. Despite this, the White House gates had 
not been closed. 


Nor had security been tightened appreciably 


after Lincoln's death. Today's Secret Service 
would never have let Lincoln sit relatively un- 
guarded in a box at Ford's Tneatre. In fact 
it's doubtful that they would let President John- 
son go to the theatre at all. 


James A. Garfield was not carefully protect- 


ed when he was shot in a Washington railway 
station July 2, 1881 by a disappointed office

with people at the Buffalo Exposition in 1901. 
It was the kind of mingling with the crowd that 
Lyndon Johnson loved to do in the past but which 
the Secret Service will not let him do today. 


Huey Long was well protected when he was 


shot down as governor of Louisiana in 1935. 
His bodyguard was suspected of having shot 
him and blaming it on a New Orleans doctor, 
Leon Weiss, whom they shot before there could 
be any investigation. We did our best to get to 
the bottom of the mystery at the time, but never 
succeeded. 


Teddy Roosevelt was shot while campaigning 


on the Bull Moose ticket in Milwaukee_in 1912. 
A thick manuscript in his breast pocket stopped 
the bullet, and he was only slightly wounded. 
He had no bodyguard at all. 


One Secret Service man was killed when a pair 


of Puerto Rican Nationalists besieged Blair 
House when President Truman was living there 
temporarily in 1950. 
They never had a real 


chance of invading Blair House but their col. 
leagues did invade the House of Representa- 
tives and sprayed the floor with bullets from 
the gallery above. 
Four Congressmen were 


wounded. 
+ 
It had been almost impossible to protect Con- 


gressmen and Senators from a would.be assas- 
sin who wanted to fire down from the gallery, 
and it still is today. Guards make apretense of 
removing cameras or bags which might con- 
ceal weapons. 
However, this will deter no 


one really bent on assassination. 


In fact, there is no practical way to protect 


Senators, cabinet members, members of the 
House, and candidates for high of flee from bodily 
harm and no effort, up until last week, was made 
to do so. The protection of Presidential candi- 
dates hitherto has been left to each candidate, 
and the temper of the American public was such 
that, aside from the bullet which hit ex-Presi- 
dent Theodore Roosevelt, none were injured. 


Today it may be different. 
There has been 


talk among Congressmen about requiring each 
person known to have a serious paranoia to 
register every three months with a mental hos. 
pital. 


This, however, probably would not have de» 


terred the Missouri ex-convict, James Earl 
Ray, who carefully plotted the death of Dr. 
Martin Luther King, nor Sirhan Sirhan who 
shot Sen. Kennedy. 
In Jordan, where Sirhan 


Sirhan was born, assassination has become 
a way of life. 


When King Abdullah of Jordan had the cour- 


age to talk to Mrs. Golda Meir, foreign min- 
ister of Israel, about peace, he was shot and 
killed while kneeling in prayer in the great 
mosque of Jerusalem. His grandson, now King 
Hussein, was beside him when the assassin's 
bullet struck. 


Hussein today is guarded just as closely as 


President Johnson. When he interviewed him 
in Amman some years ago, there were three 
separate lines of troops around his palace. 
One reason he does not talk peace with Israel 
today is the fear of assassination. That is the 
background from which Sirhan Sirhan came. 


No, there is no sure way of protecting Presi. 


dents and would-be Presidents no matter how 
many Secret Service men we deploy. The long, 
range solution is a change in the American 
people's passion for televised crime and 
lence.

Guns 
And 
The Law

Reason would suggest that the 


bullet which felled Senator Ken- 
nedy emerged from a gun which 
might have been unobtainable If 
a proper gun control law had 
been In effect. John Kennedy's 
slayer ordered his gun through 
the mall; the exconvlctwhoMll. 
ed Martin Luther King bought 
his over the counter; the snip* 
ers who shot at policemen and 
firemen In the recent riots pre. 
sumably got their weapons just 
as easily. Noting which, I re. 
centty suggested it was high 
time for a federal law, one 
with harsh teeth in it, to pre. 
vent the indiscriminate sale of 
firearms. 


Conceding my lack of exper* 
tise on this controversial sub» 
ject, I saw no reason why a pur. 
chaser with a legitimate use for 
a gun should object to strict 
regulation, down to getting a 
police okay and being finger, 
printed. 


"Surely the rights guaranteed 


by the Second Amendment were 
not intended to provide crim- 
inals with an arsenal/' I wrote, 
and added Irealized no law could 
ever stop a determined killer 
from obtaining a gun, but that 
such a statuate might cut our 
appalling crime rate. 


The first response to that 


piece came from a reader in 
Amarillo who agreed courteous, 
ly but vigorously about my lack 
of expertise on the matter, and 
predicted Fd get enough pro. 
tests against my stand to last 
me a lifetime. 


How right he was! To date, 


of 168 letters on that column, 
only two back me; the rest vary 
all the way from calling me mis. 
guided to hinting Pm guilty of 
subversion. 


Some point out that our own 


Communists have long advo- 
cated just such a law; others 
that Hitler enacted a similar 
measure. 
The intent in both 


instances being to disarm the 
decent citizens and leave them 
defenseless against the weap. 
onry of uniformed gunmen serv- 
ing the police state. 
I realize how touchy the sub. 


ject is when such an implica. 
tion can be read into my piece. 
I never even remotely suggest, 
ed that the honest citizen be de. 
prived of arms with which to 
defend himself against danger. 
I asked only, especially in view 
of recent happenings, that there 
be a strict supervision over 
the sale of firearms, lest they 
fall into bad hands—as obvious, 
ly was the case In the shooting 
of Robert Kennedy. 


As a matter of fact, I have 


strong personal motives for 
wishing those with bona-fide 
reasons to possess arms the 
right to do so. For my sou, 
who lives in Washington, has 
for over a year had a revolver 
in his 
house for protection 


against violence that has come 
dangerously near. And so have 
many of his friends. They'd 
be foolhardy not to, as mat. 
ters stand. 


Nor is it Washington alone. 


An AP dispatch reports that 
gun sales have also been soar, 
ing in the predominantly white 
suburbs of Baltimore and Kan- 
sas City since the riots that 
erupted in those cities this 
past month. 


Indeed, there is plenty of fear 


all over the country, but it is 
not based on the potential dan. 
ger of an all-powerful police 
force. 
On the contrary, the 


fear prevails because the cops 
have been almost completely 
stripped of their former pow- 
ers to protect life and property. 
Police state? If anything, we 
are perilously close to having 
a non.#o]ice state. And the mob 
rule that follows may be fully 
as evil 
as Communism or 


Naziism. 
Compared to this deadly real, 


ity, the cries against rigid con. 
trol of guns—with all deference 
to their sincerity—seem to me 
of little weight. I know the argu- 
ments—in fact, Pve been delug- 
ed with them—that it isn't guns 
that are killers but the folks 
who use them, and that the 
criminal can always get his gun. 


But follow that reasoning to a 


reductio ad absurdum, and we 
need no speed regulations. For 
law«biding folk will never go 80 
miles an hour in traffic, but oth- 
ers will anyhow* 


So I remain unconvinced, in 


spite of the almost unanimous 
poll against me. The law is no 
safeguard against all crime, to 
be sure, but it still exercises 
considerable deterrence.

Mayor Daley's "shoot to kill 
if necessary" against murder- 
ers, arsonists and looters, 
whatever 
their color. 7m

The Final Irony of Death 


Reston 


WASHINGTON—The final and 


bitter irony in the murder of 
Robert 
Kennedy is that it 


Virtually assures the nomina- 
tion of Hubert Humphrey and 
Richard Nixon, the Old Guard 
he came into the Presidential 
election to defeat. 


His brother's 


death was dif- 
ferent. 
It 


liberated 
po- 
litical forces 
which put over 
many of the so- 
cial and eco. 
nomic 
pro- 


grams he could 
not get accept- 
ed in life. The 
price was high, but mere was at 
least some consolation in the 
betterment of the public life. 


No such compensation 
is 


likely to lesultfrom this latest 
tragic sacrifice. Instead of the 
new man he wanted for a new 
age, we are getting the two 
most familiar candidates in the 
race. Instead of new policies 
for Vietnam, we are offered 
more of the same from Hum. 
phrey and even more bombing 
from Nixon. Instead of reassur- 
ing the dissatisfied elements of 
the nation, we are rewarding 
the satisfied. 
It might, of 


course, have happened anyway, 
even if Robert Kennedy had 
lived, but at least he would 
have been around to keep fight, 
ing for revision. 


Kennedy 
was essential to 


Nelson Rockefeller's campaign. 
The New York Governor's best 
hope lay 
in the Republican 


party's fear of Kennedy. The 
Republicans 
have to choose 
their candidate before toe Dem. 
ocrats decide. So long as Ken- 
nedy was in the race, there was 
always me fear mat Nixon might 
not defeat him whereas Rock, 
efeller might. But with Ken. 
nedy gone, this factor is re. 
moved. 


Also, the assassination has 


dramatized again the issue of 
civil disorder and increased the 
popular demand for more po- 


lice and more security in the 
cities, and this has always been 
one of Nixon? s major programs. 
Here again the prospect is for 
conservative programs to deal 
with radical problems. 


Even the period of mourning 


helps both Humphrey and Nixon. 
It has imposed a moratorium 
on public campaigning, which is 
the main field of activity for 
Rockefeller and Senator McCar. 
thy, but has left Humphrey and 
Nixon free to work quietly with 
their natural allies, the state 
and county chairmen and the oth. 
er pros, who will dominate the 
two conventions. 


One of Senator Kennedy's last 
acts was to appeal to Sen- 
ator McCarthy to join forces on 
behalf of the Vietnam policies 
they favored and against the 
policies of Humphrey and Nix- 
on, but even the delegates won 
in the Indiana, Nebraska, and 
California primary 
elections 


are now likely to go to Hum. 
phrey rattier than to McCarthy. 


The same trend is fairly ob- 


vious in the critical large states 
like 
New York and Illinois, 


where 
Kennedy 
was much 


stronger than McCarthy and 
shared the delegates with Hum- 
phrey. But again, without Ken. 
nedy, the drift will be to the 
Vice President. 


All of Oils is true despite the 


fact that the Kennedy-McCar. 
thy combined vote in the pri- 
mary elections amounted to an 
impressive criticism if not re. 
jection of the Vietnam policy 
Humphrey Supports. Thus, only 
a spectacular upsurge of public 
opinion in favor of McCarthy 
and the policies he and Robert 
Kennedy supported could stop 
the trend. 


Probably the only thing that 


could bring this about would 
be a dramatic campaign by Mc- 
Carthy in July, backed by Sen- 
ator Edward Kennedy of Mas. 
sachusetts. There is just the 
chance that the assassination 
will provoke a revulsion against 
all violence, including the vio- 
lence of the war, and lead to 
a demand for new men and 
new policies. 
No doubt Mc- 


Carthy will be trying, after the 
moratorium, to inspire precise, 
ly this result, and the backing 
of the last remaining son of 
the Kennedy family would ob- 
viously help. 


This possibility has not been 


overlooked by the Humphrey 
supporters, who are already 
suggesting that Edward Ken- 
nedy would make a good Vice. 
Presidential running mate for 
Humphrey. 
A McCarthy-Ken, 


nedy ticket might seem a better 
way to support the policies 
Robert Kennedy came into the 
race to endorse, but here again 
the irony of politics intervenes, 
for it is unlikely that the Dem. 
ocratic party would want to put 
two Roman Catholics on the 
same ticket. 


Nobody, however, can tell at 
this point what the public mood 
will be after the emotions of 
the past week. The American 
spirit is profoundly disturbed. 
The assassination has produced 
a national act of confession and 
a spasm of self-criticism and 
eloquent pleas for a new sense 
of purpose and direction. 


This had already resulted in 


criticism of the material objec- 
tives 
of 
American life and 


vague yearnings for a more co- 
operative 
society 
based on 


something more than economic 
gain. In times of great emo- 
tional stress, America goes 
back momentarily at least to 
religion, and for the last few 
years we have been hearing 
echoes of one of Robert Ken. 
nedy's favorite passages from 
Jacques Maritain: 


"Having given up God so as 


to be self-sufficient, man has 
lost track of his soul. He looks 
In vain for himself; he turns 
the universe upside down try- 
ing to find himself; he finds 
masks, and behind the masks, 
death." 


The melancholy mood of the 


moment, of course, will pass. 
Facts are pitiless. After all the 
crying, the problems will re- 
main and the delegates will 
probably turn to Humphrey and 
Nixon. Only an outcry from 
the people now will stop them.

various intervals in pasture 
areas. Milk production can be 
increased because of the avail- 
ability of good clean cool water. 
Grasslands can be utilized to 
far better advantage because 
cattle will graze pasture areas 
more 
uniformly." 
Further- 


more, he explains, with such 
water supplies it pays to lime 
and fertilize outer areas to de- 
velop better pastures. 


A big advantage of clean water 


for livestock is that this pre- 
vents many common diseases 
to which animals are exposed 
when they drink polluted water. 


When there is only one main 


water facility, near the barn, 
he adds, cattle must expend 
energy needlessly, by traveling 
to and from this water, that 
could better go into milk and 
meat production. With 
such 


single water source, cattle also 
have a tendency to stay near it, 
with the result that more re- 
mote pasture areas sometimes 
grow up to brush and rank hay 
that is no longer palatable to cat- 
tle. 


Present-day dairy farming re- 


quires maintenance of good 
quality pasture, to keep milk 
productin at its optimum. 


Willis Ebner, Soil Conserva- 


• tion Technician, points out that 


spring installations are rela- 
tively low cost projects. "The 
quantity of water does not have 
to be very great," he remarks. 
"A steady flow of water no larg- 
er than the size of a pencil 
will actually supply plenty of 
water for many head of live- 
stock." 


Cathcart also remarked about 


the 
potential 
of developing 


springs for fishing. "I don't 
know why people who have some 
exceptional springs in Warren 
County 
don't develop com- 


mercial trout fishing opera- 
tions," he comments. "These 
have proved very profitable in 
many regions, and many parts 
of Warren County are ideal for 
such facilities, because of ade- 
quate, supplies of cold water nec- 
essary for trout fishing opera- 
tions." 


Cathcart emphasizes that the 


services of the Warren County 
offices of the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service are available at 
all times for consultation and 
engineering services for de- 
velopment of springs and seep 
areas, as well as construction 
of ponds for both warm and cold 
water, 
for game 
fish or 


improving wild life habitat gen- 
erally.

veloped at a Veterans Admin, 
istration Hospital in Coral Ga- 
bles, Fla.

Each time the smoker reaches 


for a cigarette, he gets hit 
with an electrical shock, Dr. 
Malcolm Kushner explained. 
Eventually, he said, this builds 
a conditioned response against 
smoking. 


The shock can last from 30 


seconds to three minutes, de- 
pending on how long the top of 
the case stays open, Dr. Kush- 
ner said. 


He said that pilot studies pro- 


duced promising results. Tests 
on 20 persons showed five gave 
up smoking for 16 to 21 months, 
and nine others had varying de- 
grees of reduction in smoking. 


The device was described at 


a Veterans Administration Co- 
operative Studies in Psychiatry 
Conference here.

TETANUS SHOTS 


Q. Each year before our tieo children go to 
summer camp they receive protective shots, 
including tetanus. Is this necessary? 
A. You should be guided by the advice of your 
family doctor and that of the camp authorities. 
The present thinking of the American Public 
Health Association on tetanus immunization is 
this: A fully immunized person (one who has 
received three injections of toxoid not less than 
four weeks apart followed by a reinforcing dose 
8 to 12 months later) need not be given annual 
boosters. Under such circumstances, and in the 
absence of injury, the Association recommends a 
reinforcing shot every 10 years. 


INJECTION BLOTCHES 


Q. Several years ago 1 received treatment for 
varicose veins. The skin where the injections 
were made is note quite discolored. 
Can the 


blotches be removed? 
A. Darkening of the skin is not uncommon after 
injection treatment for varicose veins. The dis- 
coloration tends to fade with time. However, if 
the skin is still discolored after six months or 
so, it is not likely that the spot will disappear 
completely. A dermatologist (skin doctor) may 
be consulted about the possibility of improving 
the condition.

That 
leaf-eating "canker- 


worm" is tack again starting 
to chomp shade, forest and fruit 
trees. Right now it's pretty 
small In diameter, light green, 
and only about % of an inch 
long, but give it three weeks of 
leaf-eating and it will get fatter, 
longer, and uglier. 


Cankerworms are called dif- 


ferent things by people — some 
say loopers, others say inch- 
worms, and others say measur- 
ing worms. When they're hang- 
lug down on the picnic table 
and dropping into shirt collars, 
I've even heard more descrip- 
tive and academic names for the 
rascals. 


For three years I've been tell- 


ing this story to many, many 
people inquiring about them so 
this may be repetition to you, 
but for many others it's still a 
mystery. The great majority 
of these worms are fall canker- 
worms. This means the eggs 
were laid in the trees last fall. 
Here's how the cycle goes. 


Eggs are hatched and pro- 


duce a small green worm. This 
worm eats for several weeks 
growing and turning darker in 
color. By July they will have eat- 
en their fill and will have 
dropped to the ground and crawl- 
ed beneath the surface. Next fall 
around hunting season time a 
brownish-gray moth emerges 
from the ground. The ladies 
have no wings and they crawl 
up nearby tree trunks and simp, 
ly wait for a mate. The gentle, 
men have wings and you can see 
them flying in the woods by the 
thousands. In the tree limbs they 
mate, and the female deposits 
her eggs for the next spring's 
generation. 


Now there are several ways to 


stop this operation - one is to 
spray the trees in the next week 


or so with an insecticide such 
as SEVTO, lead arsenate, or 
methoxychlor. Any one of these 
will kill the worm and your trees 
won't be eaten bare. A single 
welltimed spray will give con* 
trol. 


The other way to control them 


is 
to prevent the wingless 


females from crawling up the 
trunks in the fall of toe year. 
Commercially prepared sticky 
tree bands wrapped around the • 
tree trunk will do this Job. 
The bands must be placed on 
the trees by the end of Octo- 
ber. This sticky tree band bus- 
iness is a nuisance and I still 
prefer the spray as a control 
method. 


One happy note in the canker- 


worm song is the fact that a long 
black beetle has joined the fight. 
Pve noticed a lot of them in 
the Warren area this past week. - 
It's called CALOSOMA FRIGI- 
DUM or GROUND BEETLE. I 
just finished a phone conversa- 
tion with our insect expert at 
the 
University, Mr. Lloyd 


Adams. He tells me that when 
you begin to see this black, front 
pincered beetle in large num- 
bers you can expect the canker- 
worm 
to disappear. These 


beetles eat many different kinds 
of insects, but are particularly 
fond of caterpillar type worms. 
The beetle is a killer and runs 
madly up 
and down the tree 


just pinching cankerworms in 
two and not bothering to eat but 
a few of them. 


By the way, they may come 


into your house, however, they 
won't hurt your rugs or your 
clothes. They may pinch if you 
pick them up. Treat them kind, 
ly, please - they're nicer to 
have in your trees than canker- 
worms.

MAKE HANDS LEADCLUBHEAD 


ON PITCH SHOTS 


In illustration #1, I am show- 


ing the proper address position 
for a pitch shot with a wedge 
or 9-iron Note especially that 
my hands are positioned slight- 
ly forward of the clubhead 


Putting the hands forward 


at address helps insure that 
they will lead the clubhead 
through the hitting area. This 
will allow contacting the ball 
with a downward moving club- 
head 


If you position your hands 


behind the ball (illustration f 2), 
there is a tendency to try to 
scoop under the shot and keep 
too much weight back on your 
right foot. The clubhead cuts 
into the ground behind the ball, 
causing a "tat" shot, or it 
bounces up into the side of the 
ball fora "skulled" shot. 


Remember to lead with your 


hands to provide a downward 
clubhead movement into the 
ball.

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Millions of Americans 
Don't Get Enough to Eat 


WASHINGTON (AP) — After 


three weeks of Congressional 
investigation into the extent of 
lunger in the United States, one 
Hct emerges: millions of Amer. 
leans don't get enough to eat 
each day. 


No one can say exactly how 


many do not eat regularly. The 
figure most generally agreed 
upon is 10 million. 


And, say the officials, some 4 


million school children attend 
classes hungry each day. 


The hearings by the House 


Education and Labor Commit, 
tee will produce a voluminous 
report containing contradictory 
figures, contrasting opinions by 
federal and state officials and 
the poor on food programs. 


And there will be many, many 


recommendations on how to 
solve the problem of seeing that 
the hungry actually are fed. 


Chairman Carl D. Perkins, 


D-Ky., had planned to hold only 
two weeks of hearings but has 
extended them to accommodate 
the flood of witnesses. The hear- 
ings have run late into the even* 
ing. 


The long parade of witnesses 


ranged from the Secretary of 
Agriculture Orville L. Freeman 
to representatives of the poor. 


The panel has heard from 


doctors who have treated and 
studied the poor, state and fed- 
eral officials who feed the poor, 
school officials who try to edu- 
cate the poor, social workers 
who work with the poor and 
priests and clergymen who pray 
for the poor. 


There has been much canfu* 


sion over the semantics of the 
problem: Confusion over what 
is meant by starvation, hunger, 
malnutrition and undernutritton. 


State and federal officials who 


direct food and welfare pro- 
grams say they have found few 
cases of death by starvation and 
have seen to it that those they 
find who are hungry are fed. 


But representatives of the 


poor say great numbers of peo- 
ple living in urban Slums, the 


rural South and Southwest and 
on Indian reservations 
are 


starving, in the sense that lack 
of sufficient and proper food 
make them actual or potential 
victims of killing or crippling 
disease. 
Another question,raised by 


the hearings: How much is it 
going to cost to see that Ameri- 
cans who have been going hun- 
gry are given enough food? 


Most concede that in the long 


run, It will take billions of dol- 
lars. Many believe that Con. 
gress should attempt to cure 
some of the more extreme cases 
by appropriating m i l l i o n s 
immediately. 


An early frontal assault on 


hunger most probably will come 
with proposals that Congress di- 
vert more money to the school- 
lunch program to feed the some 
4 million youngsters not now 
getting a daily square meaL 


Perkins has indicated he will 


introduce legislation urging the 
secretary of agriculture to use 
funds from a surplus-commodi- 
ties program for this purpose. 
The secretary testifiedhe is un- 
authorized to do so now and 
plans to turn back to the Treas- 
ury this year $227 million from 
the program. 


Perkins is expected also to re. 


commend that more money be 
allocated to day-care centers so 
that preschool children from 
poor families can be given an 
adequate diet. 


The primary purpose of the 


hearings was to hear testimony 
on a proposal to establish a 
Presidential Commission on Nu- 
trition. The measure most likely 
will pass Congress and the task 
of gathering answers raised by 
the hearings will begin. 


Despite the recommendations 


made by the committee or the 
proposed commission, it will 
take billions of dollars to see 
that every American receives 
an adequate diet. Whether or 
when Congress will appropriate 
the funds remains to be seen.

scientists say they fear that 
the shootings of President John 
F. Kennedy, Malcolm X, Med. 
gar Evers, the Rev. Dr. Mar- 
tin Luther King Jr., and Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy-after along 
period in which assassinations 
were rare-represent the ac. 
celerating curve of a new pat. 
tern. They say this even though 
little direct research has been 
done on assassination. 
"Clinical 
experience does 


suggest some sort of contagion 
phenomenon," said Dr. Joseph 
Satten, a psychiatrist at the 
Menninger Foundation in To- 
peka, Kan. 
"liie more people see of these 


things, the more they tend to 
increase," he added. 


Amitai Etzioni, a sociologist 


at New York's Columbia Uni. 
Tersity, said that "there will 
be more assassinations and at- 
tempted assassinations of poli- 
tical leaders in the United 
States during the next several 
years." 


His statement is based on 


studies by himself and others 
of violence and other acts of 
public hostility—prison riots, 
slum riots, bomb scares and 
mass murders. 


These studies, Etzioni said,

hostility and potential for vio. 
lence that exists in our society. 
This is a kind of natural se- 
quence, and studies on hysteria, 
sexual phsychopathic acts and 
swastika-painting show it." 


David Kaplowitz, a sociologist 


at Columbia's bureau of social 
research, studied "the conta. 
gion phenomenon" in the wave 
of swastikas painted on syna. 
gogues and tombstones of Jews 
during the winter of 1960. With- 
in three weeks of the first 
swastika.painting in Germany, 
more than a thousand were re- 
ported in the U.S. 
"It was a typical curve for 


collective deviant behavior," 
he said. 
"It rose rapidly, 


peaked early, the: petered away 
to nothing. It's not at all im- 
plausible that this phenomenon 
would apply to assassinations." 


If assassinations are being
